To amend certain Acts relating to Constables 
in Ireland. 




by an Act passed in the third year of the Preamble 
reign of His present Majesty, intituled, « An Act for the 3 Geo. iv. 

“ appointment of Constables, and to secure the effectual perform- amended by 
ance of the Duties of iheir Office, and for the appointment of 
5 “ Magistrates in Ireland, in certain cases,” as amended by an Act 

passed in the fifth year of the same reign, the Magistrates of the 5 Geo.iv. 
Counties in which the Lord Lieutenant or other Chief Governor or C -Y* 8 ' 
Governors of Ireland shall, under the authority of the said Act, 
appoint Chief Constables of Baronies or divisions of Baronies, are 
io empowered to nominate and appoint Constables and Sub-consta- 
bles in and for such Baronies or Divisions, and also to fill up 
vacancies, and to nominate persons for the supplying of vacan- 
cies, and to appoint additional Constables in certain cases, in 
manner specified in the said recited Acts ; and in default of appoint- 
15 ment an d nomination by such Magistrates, power is thereby given 
to the Lord Lieutenant or other Chief Governor or Governors of 
Ireland to make such appointments : And whereas it is expedient 
that all appointments of Constables and Sub-constables under the 
said recited Acts, shall in all cases be in the first instance vested in 
20 such Lord Lieutenant or other Chief Governor or Governors ; TO So much of 
it therefore CnatteO, by The KING’s most Excellent Majesty, ™atd A a ?

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And be it further Enacted, That from and after the passing of this 
Act, when and so often as any vacancies shall occur amongst any 
Constables or Sub-constables appointed by virtue of the said recited 
Acts, or of any Act for amending the same, or of this Act, the Super- 
intendent and Inspector of Constables, within whose province or 5 
district such vacancy shall occur, shall forthwith report the same to 
the Lord Lieutenant or other Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland 
for the time being, and it shall be lawful for such Lord Lieutenant 
or other Chief Governor or Governors thereupon to nominate and 
appoint such person as he or they shall think fit to fill such vacancy, io 
and the person so nominated and appointed shall thereupon be and 
be deemed to be a Constable or Sub-constable within the said Acts 
and each of them, and all other Acts in force relating to such Consta- 
bles and Sub-constables, in like manner as if he had been appointed 
such Constable or Sub-constable in the manner prescribed by the 15 
said Acts or any of them.

Lord Lieutenant or other Chief Governor or Governors shall from time 
to time direct and appoint, and such salary shall be raised and paid 
in like manner as the salaries of Inspectors of Constables are raised or 
paid ; and it shall be lawful for such Lord Lieutenant or other Chief 
Governor or Governors, from time to time, as shall be judged expe- 35 
dient, to remove any such Sub-inspector from any one county to any 
other, and to dismiss any such Sub-inspector ; and every such Sub- 
inspector shall from time to time inspect the Chief Constables and 
other Constables within the county for which he shall be appointed 
or directed to act, and shall report to the general Superintendent and 4 q 
I nspector of the province upon the conduct and proceedings of all 
such Chief Constables and other Constables within such county. 

Lord Lieute- And be it Enacted, That it shall be lawful for the Lord Lieu-

stables as such Lord Lieutenant or other Chief Governor or Governors 
of Ireland shall think fit, -not exceeding one part of the 

whole number of Constables then belonging to such province, shall 
be stationed at such place and places in such province as to such Lord 
5 Lieutenant or other Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland shall 
appear to be expedient ; and such number of Constables so stationed 
in any part of any such province, or any of them, may by the order 
of such Lord Lieutenant or other Chief Governor or Governors be 
moved transmitted or disposed of from time to time, to and at such 
io other place or places within such province, or in such manner or for 
such purposes as such Lord Lieutenant or other Chief Governor or 
Governors of Ireland shall by such order direct; and it shall be lawful 
for the Magistrates of any county within such province, assembled at 
Quarter Sessions, or specially convened at any meeting for that 
15 purpose by the High Sheriff for such county, to apply to the Lord 
Lieutenant or other Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland, to order 
and direct that such last-mentioned force may be removed to or 
stationed at any place or places within such county, which such 
Magistrates shall consider as requiring the presence of any such 
20 force; and it shall thereupon be lawful for such Lord Lieutenant 
or other Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland, if he or they shall 
think proper so to do, to order that such Constables shall accordingly 
be removed to or stationed at such place or places as shall be so 
recommended in or by any such application of such Magistrate. 

25 And be it further Enacted, That it shall and may be lawful for the 
Lord Lieutenant or other Chief Governor or Governors o i Ireland, by 
warrant under his or their hand, to appoint any Chief Constable who 
at the time of the passing of this Act shall be acting as, or who shall 
at any time after the passing of this Act be nominated and appointed 
30 to be a Chief Constable in any barony or district under any of the 
said Acts or this Act, to perform the duty of Chief Constable in any 
other barony or district which such Lord Lieutenant or other Chief 
Governor or Governors shall think proper, and such Chief Constable 
shall thereupon in all respects and to all intents and purposes become 
35 a Chief Constable in each and every part of such barony or district 
in which he shall be ordered to perform the duty of Chief Constable 
as aforesaid. 

And be it Enacted, That no Chief Constable or other Constable 
or Sub-constable appointed or acting under the authority of the said 
40 recited Acts, or any Act for amending the same, or this Act, shall, 
whilst iu the performance of his duty as such Constable, be liable to 
the payment of any toll for himself, or for any horse or carriage used 
by him, passing in or upon or along any road, whether public ot 
private, any law to the contrary notwithstanding. 

And be it Enacted, That where any pecuniary penalties shall be 
awarded upon the information of any Constable or Sub-constable for 
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of any Con- any .offence prohibited by any Act or Acts relating to any road in 
be Applied to Ireland, no part of such penalty shall be adjudged to such Consta- 
eharities. b] e or Sub-constable, being such informer, but any portion of such 
penalty which shall be by law payable to the informer, shall and 
may by the convicting Justice or Justices be awarded and paid and 
applied to and for the use of any charitable institution which such 
Justice or Justices shall direct and think fit to award. 
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And be it further Enacted, That in any case at any time the 
number of Chief Constables in any county, city o.r town shall be 
reduced, and any person or persons shall be dismissed or discharged 
from the office of Chief Constable, or shall cease to hold or exercise 
their office, upon production to the Grand Jury of such county, city 
or town, of the certificate of the Chief Secretary of the Lord Lieu- 
tenant, or other Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland for the time 
being, or of the Under Secretary, that such Chief Constable has been 
discharged from his office for the purpose of such reductions, and 
not for any fault or misconduct in his office, it shall be lawful for 
such Grand Jury to make a presentment for the amount of any gra- 
tuity not exceeding the sum of ' pounds, or any annual sum 

or allowance not exceeding pounds, to such Chief Con- 

stable, under such conditions and payable at such times as such 
Grand Jury shall think fit and direct; and such sum shall be raised 
in like manner as any presentment for Constables, or any present- 
ment under the said hereinbefore recited Act of the third year of 
His Majesty’s reign, may by law be raised. 
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
